Pair of Spill Vases. This pair of spill vases was made at the Flight, Barr, and Barr 
porcelain manufactory in Worcester, England. The factory was renowned for the superb 
ornamentation of its wares, many of which featured elaborate gilding patterns and finely 
painted landscapes. According to an inscription on its underside, the vase on the left is 
painted with “Niton Church, Isle of Wight,” while the right vase’s view is described as 
“Cardiff Castle, Glamorganshire.” Spill vases were small, cylindrical in shape, and 
typically sold in pairs. They would have been displayed on the mantelpiece and held 
rolled-up paper sticks, or spills, used for lighting a fire. The current examples are on view 
in New Days, New Works at Mint Museum Uptown.
